DOINGS OF THE DUFFS. 
On Their Way To Uncle Jim’s Farm. 
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Illustration 
Shows 
an 
Implemant 
Which Is 8lm plt and Inexpenslva 
—TouQh Wood Best. 


(Prepared by the United State* Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 
T he accom panyiitg illustration shows 
a typical design for a road drag, which 
la very sim ple and inexpensive. 
The 
design contem plates the use of an ordi­ 
nary log of tim ber, such as may be 
readily obtained in alm ost every local­ 
ity. 
The log should be about 7 or 8 
inches in diam eter and from 6 to 8 feet 
long, and should preferably be of hard, 
tough wood which will not decay very 
rapidly when exposed to the w eather. 
W hite oak, b u rr oak. chestnut, cedar, 
hickory, w alnut, or any sim ilar wood 
may be satisfactorily used, provided 
that It Is well seasoned before the 
drag Is put into use. 
R ailroad ties 
have been frequently used for this 
purpose and possess the advantage 
that they a re already cut to about the 
right length. 
In selecting the tie, 
however, care should be exercised to 
see that it is of sound wood and of 
the proper size. 
The drag is m ade hy splitting or 
sawing the log into tw o equal semi- 
cylinders, which are then fram ed to­ 
gether In the m anner shown in the 
Illustration. 
T he better of the two 
pieces should form the front runner 
of the drag, because It Is the one sub­ 
jected to the greater wear. 
Moreover, 
while the front runner should alw ays 
be placed w ith the face forw ard, it Is 
claimed by many that better results 
may be obtained by having the round 
part of the back runner go forw ard in 
order to Increase the sm earing action 
of the drag. 
T he two runners are 
usually spaced from about 30 Inches 
to 36 inches apart, and are connected 
In ladder fashion by m eans of cross 
stakes or rungs. 
The ends of the rungs are ordinarily 
fitted Into 2-lnch auger holes, bored ll) 
the runners, and are securely held in 
place by m eans of eud wedges. 
The 
auger holes are so arranged th at the 
runners, when fram ed together, will 
be displaced In a longitudinal direc­ 
tion with respect to each other. 
The 
object of this displacem ent, or ofTset 
as It Is usually termed, is to m ake the ! 
ends of the front and back runners 
follow approxim ately the same line ou 
the road w hile the drag is in oper­ 
ation. 
T he am ount of displacem ent, 
therefore, should depend on the am ount 
of skew necessary to make the drag 
empty Itself. 
But since this skew va- j 
ries with the condition of the road 
surface, the proper offset to be given 
to runners cannot be definitely fixed. 
Under ordinary conditions Hn offset 
of from about 12 inches to about 16 
inches will prove satisfactory. 
In order to m ake it easy for a man 
to stand upon the drag and to shift his 
weight properly when dragging over 
a hard surface, the drag should be 
provided with two 1-inch board* paral­ 
lel to the runners and nailed down to

Tiles** boards should ba 
about 8 inches wide. and their length 
ahould be slightly less than th at of 
the runners of th e drag. 
The chain by meant* of which the 
drag Is draw n should be about 8 feet 
long And its liuks should be made 
of three-eighths-lnch steel. 
On light 
drags two truce chains may be used 
for this purpose. 
Many road 
drags constructed as 
above described, w ithout m etul-cuttlui 
edge* or other m odifications, have been 
very satisfactorily used where the con- 
ditiuns were favorable. 
It Is evident, 
however, that such drags are effectlva 
only on com paratively soft road sur­ 
faces, and to dim inish this lim itation 
and also to increase the life of the 
drag It Is very desirable to provide 
a m etal-cutting edge for the front run­ 
ner. 
An excellent edge of this klud 
may be made from a strip of Iron or 
steel about one-fourth Inch thick and 
about four Inches wide, aud even old 
wagon tires or w ornout grader blades 
have been very satisfactory.
